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WHAT DOES 4—H CLUB WORK DO FOR YOUR BOY OR GIRL? 
What does 4—H Club work do for YOUR boy or girl? 


Here is the answer as given by the late Dr. C, B. Smith, a picneer in the 
movement ; 


'"Four-H Club work becomes part of the lives of rural young people while 
their minds are still plastic; gives them seuidance when they need it; teaches 
them some of the inspiring things in agriculture and farm home life; and gives 
them a vision of its possibilities as a life work, 
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"Four-H Club work demonstrates the best practices in agriculture and home 
economics to entire communities and counties by means of the projects carried by 
the members, by their exhibits, their fairs, their expositions, and their public 
demonstrations. 


"Four-H Club work develops rural leadership, community pride and spirit, It 
builds young men and women who know how to conduct meetings, organize community 
projects, and who are trained to judge crops, livestock, and products of the farm 
and home, ° 


iWour-li Club work emphasizes the home-——as that is the place where the project
